Judge Cummings said the sus- 
pension of sentence was declared 
in view of Spear's age and declin- 
ing health.

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known.

tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.

The Doctor 
Says:

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known. Male children of women 
who pass -hemophilia are not all 
affected, as one-third escape the 
condition and. among the women, 
on'v two-thirds are .passers. 


The malady usually starts in ear- 


Iv childhood, but it may develop 
later in life. The tendency to bleed, 
arid the amount of blood lost, vn- 
ries in the same person from time 
to.time. 


One of the main problems of pa- 


tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.

The Doctor 
Says:

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known. Male children of women 
who pass -hemophilia are not all 
affected, as one-third escape the 
condition and. among the women, 
on'v two-thirds are .passers. 


The malady usually starts in ear- 


Iv childhood, but it may develop 
later in life. The tendency to bleed, 
arid the amount of blood lost, vn- 
ries in the same person from time 
to.time. 


One of the main problems of pa- 


tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.

The Doctor 
Says:

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known. Male children of women 
who pass -hemophilia are not all 
affected, as one-third escape the 
condition and. among the women, 
on'v two-thirds are .passers. 


The malady usually starts in ear- 


Iv childhood, but it may develop 
later in life. The tendency to bleed, 
arid the amount of blood lost, vn- 
ries in the same person from time 
to.time. 


One of the main problems of pa- 


tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.

The Doctor 
Says:

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known. Male children of women 
who pass -hemophilia are not all 
affected, as one-third escape the 
condition and. among the women, 
on'v two-thirds are .passers. 


The malady usually starts in ear- 


Iv childhood, but it may develop 
later in life. The tendency to bleed, 
arid the amount of blood lost, vn- 
ries in the same person from time 
to.time. 


One of the main problems of pa- 


tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.

The Doctor

Pntients with hemophilia show a 


tendency to bleed excessively fol- 
lowing trivial injuries. Brisk Weed- 
ing or oozing may last for hours 
or days, unless special treatments 
are administered. 


Hemophilia is an hereditary bleed 


ing disease, which the women of 
certain families transmit to their 
sons. The condition persists through 
many generations and apparently 
never dies out. 


Hemophilia asserts itself by the 


failure of the blood-properly to co- 
agulate.' The way in which this in- 
herited difficulty develops is un- 
known. Male children of women 
who pass -hemophilia are not all 
affected, as one-third escape the 
condition and. among the women, 
on'v two-thirds are .passers. 


The malady usually starts in ear- 


Iv childhood, but it may develop 
later in life. The tendency to bleed, 
arid the amount of blood lost, vn- 
ries in the same person from time 
to.time. 


One of the main problems of pa- 


tients with hemophilia is the tend- 
ency of the ioints to bleed follow- 
ing injury. When the blood is ab- 
sorbed, scars and bone formation 
may remain and produce marked 
deformities. A lump of blood, which 
results from bleeding into the tis- 
sue, may Inst for some time. Bleed- 
ing following removal of a tooth 
may be fatal, unless' certain pre- 
cautions are followed. 
•; When bleeding starts, patients 
with hemophilia must keep quiet. 
As the blood eventually will clot, 
outlook depends on amount lost and 
the patient's reserve. Transfusions 
are given to restore the blood whi- 
ch has been lost and to provide the 
patient with blood which clots bet- 
ter than his own. 


Powder Aids Clotting 
Patients with hemophilia should 


carry thrombic powder. It can be 
applied in dry form to a bleeding 
point and held in place with a ban- 
dags. This powder, .which obtained 
from the blood of rabbits and oth- 
er animals, is essential for'the pro- 
per clotting of the blood. 


When it is necessary to hold the 


coagulation time near normal for 
an operation, small transfusions of 
blood from normal persons are gi- 
ven. The -effect only lasts a few 
days, but the injections can be re- 
peated until the critical period is 
passed.
